In British Columbia high schools, the 
over-all picture shows that about 35 per 
cent of those entering Grade 12 take the 
general course, about 65 per cent the 
university program. Only those success- 
ful in examinations in the latter group can 
go on to teacher-training or other univer- 
sity work. In fact, only about 60 per cent 
of the university program candidates go 
on to college. 

This does not automatically mean that 
those entering the College of Education 
are drawn solely from the top 30 per cent 
of the ‘graduating class. Some who ave 
equipped to enter university or the Col- 
lege of Education do not continue their
